Intense Fighting Continues 
On Five Sectors Of Eastern 
Front, Nearing Climax 


By UNITED PRESS 

Adolf  Hitler’s unprecedented 
blitzkrieg offensive against the So- 
viet Union entered a climatic phase 
today with both sides claiming the 
upper hand. 

Fighting continued intense be- 
tween tanks, airplanes, artillery 
and infantry on five fronts as the 
Russians sought to stem Nazi drives 
on Moscow, Leningrad and Kiev in 
the Ukraine, but it appeared no de- 
finite decision had yet been reach- 
ed on the most important central 
front around Minsk. 


On the central front, the German 
high command claimed destruction 
of the bulk of trapped Russian ar- 
mies (possibly 500,000 men )in the 
Bialystok area and destruction of 
40 enemy tanks on the whole front. 
Nazis claimed that progress was 
still being made in panzer thrusts 
through Minsk toward Smolensk 
and Moscow and a rumor relayed 
from Scandinavia claimed German 
tanks had circled heavily-bombed 
Smolensk and swept on toward 
Moscow, 230 miles away. 

The Russian communique, how- 
ever, said that an unspecified num- 
ber of advance German tanks had 


been destroyed in the Minsk area!

Navy Secretary Declares 
He Will Stick By His 


Proposal For Navy 


WASHINGTON, (W)-— Secretary | 
of the Navy Frank Knox today de- 
clared he will stick by his recent 
speech in which he urged the use 
of the Navy to ‘clear the Atlantic 
of the German menace.” 


Knox, subjected to a barrage of 
congressional non - interventionist | 
criticism as a result of his speech, | 
said he had nothing to add to his 
words at this time. 


Anti-interventionists charged that 
he advocates war with Germany 
despite assertions that President 
Roosevelt seeks to maintain peace. | 


The anti-interventionists said 
that Mr. Roosevelt. had told his leg- 
islative leaders that “he does not 
want to take the United States in- 
to war” and complained that Knox 
appeared to be proposing armed 
conflict without congressional sanc- 
tion. 


There was a smattering of talk on 
Capitol Hill that Knox should be 
impeached. There appeared to be no 
substance behind those threats. But 
that Knox would be asked to ap- 
pear before the senate naval af- 
fairs committee next week to say 
whether there already has been any 
“shooting” between American and 
German naval units in the Atlantic 
appeared likely. 


President Roosevelt’s contribution 
to the controversy suddenly arisen 
around his secretary of navy was a 
firm “no comment” on Knox’ ad- 
dress Monday night advocating im- 
mediate use of the navy to sweep 
the Atlantic clear of German forces. 
But Mr. Roosevelt did express at 
i Hyde Park the “hope” that the U. 
S. could keep out of the war, al- 
though he refused to accompany 
that expression with any statement 
of conviction that this country 
would be able to remain at peace.
